‘President Francis says the loop is nec- 
essary for the World's Fair. Now I have 
all respect for President Francis. I think 
he has done a great work and I believe 
he is one of our beat men, but he is onty 
mortal and may make: mistakes like the 
rest of us.

Mr. Hiller referred to the Hoyt Metal 
Co. as being about to move to East St. 
Louls on account of the bridge arbitrary. 
Delegate Birge of the railroad committee 
said he had heard that statement before, 
and asked R. L. Connor, traffic manager 
of the company, who was resent, to 
state the facts in the case. Mr. Connor 
sald: 

“Yes, we are compelled to move our 
plant to East St. Louis because of the 
high freight charges. I have before me 
figures: which I took from the Post-Dis- 
patch of Jyne 1, under the heading, The 
Last Chance to Shake Off the ridge 
Arbitrary. These figures were made up 
by Mr. Hoyt and myself, and we know 
just what we are talking about. — 

“We handle at our plant on the Wabash 
track approximately 2500 tons of metal 
per month. Of these 2500 tons, approx- 
imately 2000 tons come from the est 
and 600 tons from the Bast. Of our fin- 
ished product, full 98 per cent is 
shipped to points east of the river. As we 
are now located we receive the 2000 tons 
from. western points at practically the 
same cost in St. Louis as the material 
would cost In Bast St. Louis, but the 500 
tons which we receive from the East cost 
us 2 cents higher per hundred pounds at 


our works. 


East Side Rate 

More Favorable 

“The shipments from the West are de- 
livered in East St. Louls at the Bt. Louis 


rate. because otherwise, shippers would 
send freight by the Chicago & Alton and 
Burlington lines, which cross the river 
north of St. Louis and have no terminals 
in St. Louis.

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LONDON, June 20.—The Very Rev. Her- 
bert Vaughan, cardinal and archb!shop of 
Westminster, died at midnight. He had 
been ill more than three months. Late in 
March it was thought he could not survive 
more than a few days. 

The car@inal was 71 years old, born April 

15, 18382. He was one of the most eminent 
prelates of the Catholic church. A few 
years ago Cardinal Vaughan declared that 
the spirit of greed had mastered Christen- 
dom, and that the prospect for humanity 
was almost as bad as it could be. The 
cardinal was the Roman Catholic arch- 
nee of Westminster, and had iong been 
prominent amo the teachers of his 
church in the British Isles. In 1892, on the 
death of Cardinal Manning, he was elected 
to Westminster, and one year later he 
was summoned to Rome and created a 
cardinal. 
His speeches on religious subjects have 
been the occasion of much controversy, 
especially that one in which he discussed 
the validity of the Angelican orders. Car- 
dinal Vaughan was formerly a member of 
the Oblates of St. Charles, a congregation 
founded by Cardinal Manning. 

Cardinal Vaughan came from a family 
which, while not noble in title, {s one of 
the oldest and most honorable in the realm.

He was born at Stony- 
hurst, the family seat, ordained a priest 
at Lucca in 1454, conaecrated bishop of Sal- 
ford in 1872 and translated to Westminster 
n 1892 to succeed the late Cardinal Man- 
ning. and was named cardinal a year later, 
In the years of his aaministration he has 
shown himself eminently qualified to deal 
with the many dificult and delicate ques- 
tions arising in his ecclesiastice] realm. A 
few years o he precipitated a contro- 
versy in religious circies in Englagd which 
raged for a long period by proposing terms 
for the absorption of the Prostestant sects 
within the fold of the Roman Church. In 
thait controversy he displayed rare ~owers 
as a theological debater. The cardinal is 
said to have had a hobby for collecting 
money for objects he had at heart. Some 
37 years ago he went to America to collect 
funds for a missionary collegé. Althou 
the then Pope gave him his blessing, he 
strongly besought the young FPnglish priest 
not to go on with what he though a fruit- 
less errand. However, Father Vaugh came 
back with a good sum, and with char- 
acteristic fearléssness wrote to tne .ope’s 
secretary : “Tell his holiness that his 
blessing was worth more than his proph-

JUNIORS TO RUN 
AT Sik FURLONGS 


Championship Race for Two-Year- 
Olds Worth $1500 to the 
Winner. 


BY R. D. WALSH. 


FAIR GROUNDS RACH TRACK, June 
#.—The running of the American Derby 
will be called from the press box at the 
Fair Grounds this afternoon, and the sten- 
torian tones of the ‘‘only’’ Jones will tell 
the result at almost the same time it will 
be known in Chicago. 

One of the most Important stake events 
of the local racing season will be run at 
the Fair Grounds this afternoon. The 
junior champtenship is an event for 2-year- 
olds at six furlongs, and this will be its 
ninth annual recurrence. 

It was inaugurated in 18%, when the dis- 
tance was five and one-half furlongs. It 
was changed to five furlongs in 1898 and 
1899, and in 1900 it was again changed, this 
time to six furlongs, at which it remains. 
Two years ago the race was won by 
Wyeth, winner of the American Derby last 
year. 

The race will be worth about §1500 to 
the winner. Of the five horges carded to 
start T. P. Hayes owns two, Fenian and 
Mafalda, and in these he certainly holds a 
strong hand. Fenian has never started in 
a race, but rumor has it that he is one 
of the best juveniles in the Hayes stable. 

If this is so, there is little doubt about 
his ability to win this stake, as Mr. Hayes 
has some very fine youngsters in training. 

I cannot select a horse to win a race of 
this kind on mere rumor, however, but 
must go according to form. From that 
standpoint Imboden should win the race. 

He beat the fast J. W. O'Neill ome day 
at five and one-half furlongs, although he 


was practically left at the post. In that 
race he showed the utmost gameness and 
stamina.

Members Will Eschew Adul- 
terated Food During Aug- 
ust, July and September. 


_ ‘Ppecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, : June 2.—The. ‘poison 
squad’ of the bureau of chemistry is to 
rest during July, August and September. 
Its resting will consist of eschewing all 


foods known to be adulterated. The vaca- 
tion is because of the hot weather. 

The squai began work Dec. 1. TWo mem- 
bers have quit the government service and 
have left thé city. The remaining ten have 
been eating adulterated food to enable Dr. 
H. W. Wiley, chief of the bureau, to collect 
data that will enable him to reach a con- 
clusion as to wether the use of borax or 
boracic acid for preserving meats has a 
harmful eftect upon the human system. No 
other poisons have been used. 

Secrecy has been observed, as to the re- 
suits, but it is believed that, with the data 
collected, the department of agriculture 
will be able successfully to combat the as- 
gertions made by foreign governments that 

rtain American food products are harm- 

1. Germany has been particularly lenient 
toward American pork and beef that has 
psesed through a boracic treatment. 

After the poison school “takes up" in 
October, it is the purpose of Dr. Wiley to 
experiment with food that has been treated 
with salicylic acid—that is the chemicai 
uscd in the preservation of much of the 
“eommunion wine’ used in churches. It is 
used to keep cider and grape juice sweet. 
Tt arrests fermentation perfectly. It is also 
used in beer and other beverages. Jn many 

tes it is a penal offense to use it in any 
Eoerage intended to be sold. The investi- 
gation by Dr. Wiley is xeiy to be of great 
value to state legislatures dealing with the 
pure-food ger ge : 
“The session of school, which begins in 
October, is not to be its last. There are 
many so-called food poisons, and the doctor 
will continue his work so long as there is 
one not looked into if Congress will con- 
tinue the grants of money needed.

TomVaughn Shoots -at. Police- 


men Over Passgeners’ 
Heads. 


Passengers on a Cherokee division owl 
car were thrown into a panic at 1:30 Satur- 
day morning when Tom Vaughn, a negro 
fugitive, used the car as a_ barricade 
against a syuad of police that was pur- 
suing him, and fired at the officers through 
the car windows. 

The car was filled with passengers, and 
when the battle began some crawled un- 
der the seats, others laid down in the aisles 
while others jumped from the car, and 
all escaped injury, even the negro. 

The motorman, thinking highway robbers 
were at hand, stopped the car at the first 
shot and Vaughan took refuge behind It. 

The conflict began near the corner of 
Thirteenth and Morgan streets. About 
1 o'clock Policeman McDermott saw 
Vaughn, watied for stabbing Mos: Spence, 
a negro, and attempted to arrest him. 
Vaughn drew a revolver, fired at McDer- 
mott and ran. Policemen Grace, Duffy and 
Fitzgibbons heard the shots and joined 
McDermott in the chase. They kept up a 
running fire at Vaughn, who returned the 
shots.
